JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
The present French mail brings advices from this port to 
the 29th July ; and by the Pacific mail we have five days 


later news, viz., to the 3rd August ; the French mail from Lon- 
don 6th and the following P. and O. mail of 12th June were 
received together on the 27th July. The Japan Mail supplies 
the following items of intelligence :— 

The settlement of the Formosa question now depends upon 
the reception given to Yanigawara at Peking. The Japanese 
Government are willing to evacuate their position in the island 
if the Chinese Government will engage to occupy it, and enforce 
on the savages such discipline as will prevent the recurtence of 
the outrages which the Expedition was sent to redress. The 
Japanese Government also require the admission of the Cabinet 
at Peking that it has hitherto been in the right, and has been 
justified in sending the Expedition. With this acknowledg- 
ment it would be satisfied without the ighniee of any indemnity 
or any claim for the expenses incurred. Whether the Chinese 
Government will give the desired admission must remain a 
question for some time. But it is far from impossible. The 
general disposition of the Cabinet will be to avoid war if possible, 
and however informal may have been the answer given to the 
Japanese Secretary of Legation by the Tsung-li-yamen on the 
Sanpete of the jurisdiction of China over the savage tribes, it has 
never been denied that the tenor of the answer wa3 to deny all 
responsibility for their acts. The interpretation of the answer, 
therefore, will hinge on tke disposition of the Peking Cabinet, 
and if this be peaceable a satisfactory arrangement will follow. 
We may continue, then, to hope for the best. 

Avery remarkable memorial has been addressed to the Sain 
on the subject of the Expedition. The savage expressions it 
contains are probably orientalisms or extravagances which time 
has consecrated, and which demand rather a metaphorical than 
a literal interpretation. They are certainly amply atoned for, 
however, by an exhibition of high spirit and excellent sense in 
analysing the whole question. The strong patriotic feeling 
characteristic of the Japanese, and the absence of which seems 
so complete in the Chinese, is apparent throughout the whole 
memorial, which is also very much more out-spoken than we 
should have been prepared to expect. The publication of the 
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memorial is possibly another hopeful sign, as showing that the 
Government feels iteelf quite strong enough, not only from 
general points of view, but on the subject of the Expeditio 
to permit of very free criticism upon the lattet. Inferences o 
this nature, however, are of doubtful value. 

Severe weather has been experienced on the southern coast of 
these islands. The violence of a typhoon on the 23rd July, de- 
atroyed the telegraphic wires connecting Shimonoseki with Naga- 
saki, and communication was interrupted for two or three days. 
The P.M.S.S. Company’s steamer, bound hence to Hong Kong, 
‘was compelled to seek refuge in Nagasaki on the 26th July, but 
was able to proceed on her voyage on the following day. Grave 
fears were entertained as to the safety of the Messageries Mari- 
times Company’s steamer Volga, which left Hong Kong on the 
15th July, and did not arrive at Yokohama until the 27th. The 
Volga met with severe weather on her passage, and was for three 
days subjected to the buffeting of a gale of wind, from which she 
sustained many injuries, She will proceed to the Yokoska Dry 
Dock for repair, the Company’s agent having chartered the 
American steamer Vevada to take her place on the line provi- 
sionally. The Volga encountered two typhoons ; in the first of 
these she lost three blades of her screw, and in the second she 
brokeher tiller. 

It is said that the Kenrei (chief local authorities) were some 
time back ordered to report on the feeling of the people in the 
districts under their jurisdiction regarding the admission of 
foreigners into the country, and that this feeling has been found 
adverse to the measure. On this ground it is supposed that the 
Government came to the resolution announced by us elsewhere, 
and determined to shelve for the present the question of opening 
the country to foreigners. 

The attention of the Consular Authorities has been directed 
to the existence of several gambling establishments in the settle- 

ment, and a determination to use every possible means to sup- 
ress them has been arrived at. The proprietor of one of these 
as been fined $500, and a warrant has been issued to close his 
establishment. 

It is rumoured that there is a propebilty of the Japanese 
Government abandoning their appeal from the decision of the 
American Consular Court to California, in the case of their 
action against the P.M.S.S. Company, for breach of charter for 
the Vew York. 

Orders have been issued by the Centra] Government that the 
local officials of the various provinces, who are to constitute the 
Deliberative Assembly, shal assemble in Yedo not later than 
the 10th of September next, for the despatch of public business. 

We learn from a native paper that Tanabi, an officer occupying 
an important position in the Gaimusho, proceeded to Shanghai 
by the Costa Rica on the 16th July. He is said to be the 
bearer of important despatches to the special envoy, Yanigawara, 
who was sent to China two months since to discuss the subject 
of Formosa. 

The examinations at the Kaisei Gakko having now been 
brought to a conclusion, the long vacation has commenced, and 
both professors and scholars have separated, a large majority of 
the former betaking themselves to the various interesting and 
health-giving resorts of this part of the country. Studies will 
recommence on the 2nd September. 

A new Japanese theatre of large dimensions has just been 
completed on the site of the houses burnt down in the serious 
fire of last year. The energetic Takashima Kayemon is said to 
be its proprietor. 

The gradual deterioration of the silk-growing industry of this 
country, to which Mr. De Bavier in his work on Sericulture 
very largely addresses himself, is, it is stated, now receiving the 
notice of the Government. 

A performance of sacred music was held at Christ Church on 
the evening of the 21st July, and passed off very successfully. 
A member ofthe community, whose name has not been disclosed, 
has discharged the balance of the debt incurred in the purchase 
of an organ for Christ Church. 

Dealings in army clothing, munitions of war, and arms con- 
tinue to be reported. Enquiries from China represent a pressing 
demand in that country, and it is stated that the Chinese Go- 
vernment is desirous to purchase iron-clad men-of-war. 

The unexpected appearance of a comet in the northern heavens 
has created much excitement in both Japan and China. In the 
latter country it is regarded as a presage of evil and is connected 
with the position of matters in Formosa. 

The Japan Herald contains the following summary of news :— 

The Formosan expedition still drags its slow length along, 
being, so far as we know, still in statu quo. Offensive operations 
appear to have been suspended, although reinforcements, to fill 
casualties from disease and wounds, have been despatched. 
Meanwhile, China is making strenuous efforts, and is said to be 
arming on a gigantic scale, and it would only be a just retribu- 
tion on Japan were China to avenge her violated territory and 
the attempted colonisation of Formosa by annexing some of the 
outlying Sananrae islands, say the Lew Chews, ‘The Japanese 
Government is using every means to come out of the affair with

It would be quite in the style of Japanese 
character to despatch Mr. Le Gendre to negotiate at one sput 
whilst the specially appointed Envoy, Yanagiwara, is doing the 
same thing at another. 

Provision has been made, we hear, for the payment of the final 
balance of the Simonoseki indemnity. e trust that this 
salutary mulct—the payment of which has been too long de- 
layed—will teach the Japanese that they cannot be permitted 
to fire upon foreign flags with impunity, and that if they do they 
will be certain to be made to suffer for their silly temerity. 

The sentences pronounced on the police for the late outrage on 
the British Legation have been published, but no sooner was 
this done than a somewhat similar case in Yokohama again 
served to warn the public as to the absurdity of trusting Japan- 
ese with any authority over Europeans, In the last case the 
Inspector of Police has been dismissed. The Government has, 
it is said, offered the escort man Woods, who was illegally as- 
saulted and imprisoned, the sum of $500. 

There seems at last a fair prospect of an arrangement bein 
arrived at by which the foreign settlement here will be lit with

ELEVEN DAYS LATER. 

The Pacific Mail steamer Great Republic arrived at San Fran- 
cisce on the 4th inst., bringing Yokohama advices to the 14th 
August. The subjoined summary of news has been telegraphed 
to the New York press :— 

The Japanese adhere to their determination not to be driven 
into war with China except in the last extremity. The whole 
tendency of their present negotiations is pacific, but so many 
influences are operating against them that they feel the neces- 
sity of fully preparing themselves. To this end large bodies of 
troops have been assembled in certain southern ports, ready for 
instant departure in case of need, and several large steamers 
have been added to their transport fleet. The most important 
of these are the Pacific Mail Company’s ship New York, pur- 
chased for $250,000, and the ships Acantha and Madras for 
$118,000 and $90,000 respectively. In regard to the Vew York, 
it is possible that the claims for commissions, yet unsettled, and 
about to be adjudicated, will swell the amount paid by the 
Japanese to $280,000. General Le Gendre, who sailed for Chins 
a fortnight ago to continue the peaceful negotiation commenced 
in Formosa, was arrested by United States officials on landing 
at Amoy. It is not yet known whether he will be temporarily 
or permanently detained. Astonishment at the news of his 
seizure is chiefly caused by the fact that the amicable character 
of his mission was known to everybody. It is looked upon as 
another proof of the determination of foreign representatives to 
obstruct the efforts of Japan to arrive at a fair understanding. 
No foreigner acting on behalf of China has been molested or 
interfered with in any way. 

The J: voce Government, fortunately foreseeing the possibility 
of obstacles in General Le Gendre’s case, dlecpatabed other com- 
missioners immediately after his departure, who could not be 
hindered in the fulfilment of their duties. The first of these is 
Okubo, Minister of the Interior, and a member of the highest 
Board of the Government. His assistant is Yosharas, an officer 
of the Treasury Department and the head of the Yokohama Cus- 
tom House. They are to proceed directly to Peking, Accom- 

ying them is a French gentleman in the legal service of the 
apanese. ,The French Minister undertook to detain his employe. 
Having the law;ard a complete knowledge of the law on his side, 
he was able to convince M. Berthemy of the danger of the course 
he was pursuing. The Japanese are still hopeful of tranquillis- 
ing the results of this last mission. The Mikado takes the keenest 
interest in the deliberations of the Government on the Formosa 
question. On the 4th of August he personally visited the office 
of the Diajokwan, or the first Board of the Government, and pre- 
sided over the debates, an act almost without precedent in 
modern times. 

The affair of the Simonoseki indemnity has taken a turn that 
could never have been anticipated by Americans, Mr. Bing- 
ham has received instructions from Washington to demand fu 
payment, and the amount has been de ited to his credit. The 

ounds upon which the order from ihe State Department was

The United States Consul, General Van Buren, has arrived 
and assumed the duties of his office. General Meyers and 
Colonel Lyford, of the United States Army, specially commis- 
sioned by President Grant to bring presents of new and im- 
proved arms to the Sovereign of Japan, are now at Yedo. On 
the 10th they were, with Minister Bingham, received by the 
Mikado. Im the unlucky event of a war with China it is pro- 
bable that these instruments of attack, among which were Cat- 
ling guns, would be made immediate use of. It does not ap- 
, however, that Mr. Bingham has issued any orders for- 
idding their delivery to the Japanese authorities.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 2nd 
August ; the French mail from London, 19th June, arrived out 
on the Ist August. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— 


In the Supreme Court, before Sir Edmund Hornby, chief 
judge, the case of Robert Mackenzie against Messrs. Rowley 
Mi er and Augustus White came on for hearing. It was a 
petition for a settlement of | pabantien Z accounts, and the 
plaintiff also claimed payment of a sum of money amounting to 
nearly Tis. 5,000. Both defendants were examiued, and testified 
to their belief that the plaintiff had really withdrawn from the 
firm. There was much argument on both sides, and the Court 
sat until seven o’clock, the case having commenced at eleven in 
the morning. Mr. Drummond objected at that late hour, after 
a fatiguing day, to enter upon his summing up on behalf of his 
clients, to whom he would not be doing justice if he attempted 
it. His lordship said he could not name an earlier day to resume 
than the 15th October, and the case accordingly stands adjourned 
until that date. 

A case has also been argued on appeal from the Consular 
Court at Nagasaki, in which the master and owners of the 
a Mistletoe were the defendants and appellants, and Mr. 
W. Malcolmson, plaintiff and respondent. The N: ki 
Court had found the master of the fistletoe responsible for 
breach of charter party, and had cast him in a heavy penalty, 
amounting to $2,779.29. The appeal was argued at considerable 
length by Mr. Wainewright for the appellants, and Mr. Robin- 
son for the respondent. His lordship, who took time to con- 
rsa his decision, gave judgment, reversing that of the Nagasaki 

art. 

The decision of the arbitrators in the Golden Age and junk 
case is that the collision was occasioned by the fault of both, 
and that the damage on both sides, together with the cos 
should be shared equally. The junk will thus recover assess 
damages in full, less the amount of the injury to the steamer. 

A Naval Court has been held at H.B.M. Consulate, to inquire 
into the wreck and abandonment of the steamer Lapiek. It has 
found Capt. Tough culpable in not placing the ship by bearings 
and recording these from noon of the day the vessel struck ; had 
this been done it would have given the Court assistance in 
judging of the exact position of his ship at the time of the 
casualty. It accordingly censures him, but expresses satisfaction 
with his conduct after the accident. The Court acknowledges 
the good offices of the Chinese navy, but in acting on Mr. Robin- 
son’s tion in this respect, has given credit only to the gun- 
boat which brought the crew from Keelung, and by what we 
are sure must have been purely an oversight, left unnoticed the 
valuable and prompt assistance rendered by the gunboat Fok- 
shing on the night of the occurrence and afterwards. We hope 
it will still be possible to extend the Court’s recommendation 
that the Board of Trade should notice these services to both 
vessels. 

We hear that negotiations have been resumed between the 
Race Club and Recreation Fund, which are likely to result in an 
amicable adjustment of their differences, and a clear understand- 
ing as to their relative positions, rights and obligations. It is 
therefore improbable that the proposed steps to appeal against 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court in the matter will be 
taken. 

We have to acknowledge the Customs’ returns of trade at 
Shanghai for the second quarter of 1874, The import of opium 
shows a slight increase over the corresponding quarter of last 

ear ; y goods the same, but drills and woollens are much 
jaa fron is about 10,000 piculs short, but lead is nearly five 
times as great, and tin more than double. Needles are an article 
of trade fas, ea apparently of indefinite increase, the import for 
the quarter being 651,320 mille, double Jast year’s, and more than 
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quadrupling that of three years ago. Coal gives 31,659 tons’ 
or about 5,000 in excess of last year. The re-export of opium is 
on a par with its import, but the same cannot be said of shirt- 
ings, though T-cloths and drills appear to have been withdrawn 
more freely than they were received. The re-export of grey and 
white pti ia however, compares favourably with last year ; 
but in T-cloths and drills there has been a falling off. Woollens 
have not gone off so largely as last year, but then the import has 
also been considerably less. 21,569 piculs of iron were re-ex- 
ported, against an import of 44,780, and a last year’s business of 
28,903 ; but of lead 31,392 piculs, against an import of 35,781, 
and a re-export last year of 20,775. Notwithstanding the enor- 
mous import of needles noted above, the re-export is only 
153,950 mille, or one-half what it was in the same quarter of 
last year. The issue of transit passes reaches 1,502, against last 
year 1,291, but much fewer piece goods appear to have been 
sent inland under them. The revenue is Tls. 30,732 over the 
corresponding period of 1873, though still Tls. 57,198 under 
1872. The tonnage dues have risen T'ls. 1,500. 

The Governor-General of Chili, in a memorial published in 
the Peking Gazette, gives particulars of the recent capture of a 
pirate junk by a Chinese gunboat, near Newchwang, and re- 
presents that an action of this description, “ performed by an 
officer in command of a steam vessel built by the Chinese Go- 
vernment itself, deserves a more than ordinary reward.” 

Another of the Foochow built Chinese Government tranaporté, 
the “No. 15,” the second arrival from the same place within the 
pee few days, came into port on the 31st July. She appears to 

ave been but lately launched, and like the Tehen Hang (No. 14), 
which left Shanghai for, we believe, Nanking, has had large tem- 
porary cooking houses constructed on deck, capable of preparing 
‘chow-chow” for 600 or 700 men. It is reported that the 
No. 15 is also bound for Nanking and other ports up the Yangtaze 
for Lhe but for what destination has not transpired. 

The U.S. steamer Monocacy came into port on the 29th July, 
and went up to Tunkadoo Dock on the 31st. When steaming 
ee the Frolic, the cross tide current caught her bow and swung 

er round to within twenty yards of the stern of the Frolic, on 
board which the crew were prepared to lower the boat on the 
stern davits. The moment danger was apprehended on board 
the Monocacy the engines were reversed, and the mishap which 
had seemed inevitable was averted. : 

The American three-masted schooner Almatia came into port 
on the 27th July in a disabled condition, having had her spars 
and head gear carried away during the typhoon of the 17th July, 


while on her passage from Newchwang to Swatow. She is. 


freighted with a general cargo, and after repairing will resume 
her voyage. ae 

The steamer Glamis Castle came up the river on the 28th July, 
having been detained outside Woosung for nearly a week by low 
water on the bar. She had to be lightened of a large portion of 


her cargo. 


FORMOSA. 
Tue JAPANESE EXPEDITION. 

A correspondent of the Hong Kong Daily Press writer 
follows, under date Takow, 26th June :— 

On the 21st June a proclamation was posted in Taiwanfoo on 
the subject of the Japanese expedition. It was issued by the 
“ Assistant Imperial Commissioner for arranging matters in 
Formosa,” and the Taoutai of the island. It runs something like 
this :-—

ese have come to Formosa to punish the Bawtans for the 
certain Lewchewans. But as the Japanese have remained 


several months without going away, and are talking of attacking some. 


other savages, namely, those of Pelam, the Emperor has therefore sent 
the two Commissioners to arrange matters. The Bawtans are certainly 
guilty, but still it is China’s business to punish them, and not Japan's ; 
and the Pelam savages have not only given Japan no cause for com- 
plaint, but even earned its gratitude by saving certain shipwrecked 
Japanese last year. The Assistant Commissioner and the Taoutai are 
therefore going to Langkiaou to see the Japanese General, who cer- 
tainly will not be allowed to touch any more tribes. The headmen of 
the frontier villages are ordered to tell the savages to keep quict and 
mind their own business, and the Chinese Government will see that no- 
injury is done to any one who does not deserve it. 

This proclamation is of considerable interest, as it is the first 
public expression by the Chinese authorities of their views on 
the Formosan question. The line that they have taken is very 
much that which one thought they would adopt. That is to 
say, they deny the right of Japan to meddle with Formoea 
at all, but they show no eagerness to precipitate matters by hasty 
action. Evidently they will be only too glad if the Japanese can 
be induced to retire quietly without a collision occurring. The 
plainly-spoken and authoritative statement that the Japanese 
will certainly not be allowed to touch any more tribeS need not 
be taken too literally. It is probably meant to keep peed 
dignity of the writers in the eyes of their own people. ina 
will doubtless use all pacific means to induce Japan to leave the 
savages alone, not so much because she cares for them, as for the 
sake of her own prestige. But she will only fight on the more 
serious question of permanent occupation. The Japanese mean- 
while give no sign. It would be easy for them to announce that 
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they mean to retire as soon as they have effectually punished the 
savages ; but they do not say so; while on the other hand they 
carefully abstain from declaring that they intend to stay. 

A notification, issued by the United States Consul at Amoy, 
under instructions from the American Chargé d’Affaires at 
Peking, has been circulated here. It ordered all citizens of the 
United States to withdraw from the Japanese expedition, under 
pain of being arrested and tried for breach of neutrality. This 
document appeared to us rather startling ; as, in the first place, 
though nearer than anyone else to the scene of action, we were 
not aware of there being war between China and Japan ; and in 
the second, it appeared that one per with the Japanese was 
forbiddden, but not assisting anybody else. 

A further communication, dated Takow, 5th July, is as fol- 
lows :— 

The Japanese at Langkiaou have been for some time in a state 
of inaction, and apparently they do not know what step to take 
next. They have got ion of the Bawtan territory and 
the Bawtan villages, and have established inland camps in various 
places, but they are unable to lay hands on the savages them- 
selves, They cannot therefore be considered to have completed 
their work, especially as it is not thought safe to move from one 
camp to another alone, or even in parties of only two or three. 
iS} lers have been fired at en several occasions, but fortu- 
nately nobody has been killed. The invaders are centainly 
rather awkwardly situated. They may remain as long as they like 
in their present position ; and yet etd will not have any greater 
hold on the savages, who have undoubtedly found a home among 
some of their neighbours. At the same time, there will be a 
touch of absurdity in retaining a couple of thousand soldiers to 
keep guard against a tribe of savages who, before their numbers 
were thinned in the various encounters, only consisted of two or 
three hundred men. If, on the other hand, the Japanese with- 
draw, the very next day after they weigh anchor the savages 
will be back in their villages ; and the rebuilding of the houses, 


if they be destroyed, will take but little more time and trouble. 


than their destruction did. 

The Chinese Commissioner has returned from Langkiaou after 
a visit of about five days. When he went to see General Saigo 
he was for some reayon not received. But General Saigo re- 
turned the visit next day, and an interview then took place. 
Neither party has made public what took place at the meeting, 
but I have heard two accounts, both coming from small Chinese 
officials who were at Langkiaou at the time. The first is that 
the Japanese, when requested to go away, said that they could 
not do so without orders from the Government at Yedo, to which 
the Chinese Commissioner replied that China would give one 
month, and if they were not gone in that time the result would 
be war. The second story says that the Japanese replied to the 
Chinese demand by saying that they would withdraw if the 
Chinese would pay the expenses of the expedition, and that the 
Commissioner gave some answer which was neither an assent nor 
a distinct refusal. These two stories are not perfectly compat- 
ible with each other, but very probably both may contain some 
germs of truth. 

The gunboat Chang-sing has just returned after a cruise round 
the island. She reports everything in statu quo. The rumours 
which were flying about of the occupation by the Japanese of 
Sau-o Bay, on the north-east coast, the best harbour in the island, 
and of General Le Gendre’s being somewhere in the north witha 
large force, are entirely without foundation. 


FOOCHOW. 

The Herald has the following :— 

H. E. the Futai returned to this port on the 28th inst. from 
the North. In view of the Formosa difficulty the Lekim and 
other arbitrary exactions will now doubtless be fully enforced. 

Troops are being rapidly pushed forward to Formosa, several 
thousand men having embarked at this port and Amoy during 
the week. 

A court of enquiry into the conduct of Captain MacNabb, of 
the late s. 8. Canton, has honourably acquitted the captain of all 
blame in connection with the loss of his vessel. 

The wreck of the steamer has entirely disappeared, and is now 
lying in about ten fathoms of water. 


HONG KONG. 
_ Our advices by the present mail extend to the 8th August ; the 
P. and O, mail from London June 26 was received on the 3rd 
August. We take the following items of news from the Hong 
Kong Daily Press:— 

A rather novel and exciting scene occurred at the Canton 
steamboat wharf. As usual, when the Canton steamer arrived, 
the fish-lan’s cargo-boat went alongside before the steamer was 
moored, and a great quantity of very large Canton fish were shot 
through a net into it, all alive from the fresh water ponds up the 
river, when the steamer, to get into her proper berth and clear 
some cargo-boats which obstructed the fairway, gave two or three 
sudden turns of her paddle wheels, the commotion from which 
caught the bottom of the boat fuil of live fish, and completely 
capsized her, thus turning hundreds of fresh water fis

the salt water. A stampede then ensued, those Chinese who 
could swim at once plunging in, and in a minute a couple of 
hundred of Chinese were diving for the fish, who were struggling 
to get out of the salt water—an unnatural element to them. 
Every description of boat swarmed to the svene also in chase 
after them. ‘The excitement did not end here, for after all or 
nearly all the fish had been re-caught, sume swimming race3 
were contested by the divers, to prove their right to fish caught 
in cases when two or three had arrived on the scene at the 
capture of one. 

e understand that an addition to the various improvements 
which have of late been made in the Public Gardens is in con- 
templation, in the form of an aviary. This, when completed, 
will no‘ doubt form an interesting and instructive feature, as 
many curious specimens of birds can be obtained in these parts 
with little trouble. 

The Russian Government has given orders to the general com- 
manding the Cossack army in Siberia to found a Russian colony 
on the Chinese frontier south of Semipalatinsk, in the course of 
this summer, by assigning that place as a habitation to fifty Cos- 
sack families. If ible the new colony is to be peopled with 
volunteer settlers. Supposing, however, a sufficient contingent of 
volunteers not to be forthcoming the requisite number of families 
is to be told off by lot. 

Supreme Covurt.—Auva. 4. 
Before’the Hon. Chief Justice (Sir Joun SMALE) and Mr. 
Justice SNowDEN. 
KRESSER AND OTHERS V. JARDINE AND OTHERS. 

Mr. Justice Snowden delivered the following judgment of 
their lordships in the above case :— 

“The plaintiffs in thi: bill are the trustees of the firm of Dent 
and Co., under a deed of assignment made May 8, 1868. The 
defendants are Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., represented 
by Mr. Whittal, as their managing partner, in Hong Kong. The 
defendants and the firm of Dent and Co. were in the years 1865, 
1866, and 1867 co-partners and shareholders with other persons in 
two companies formed for the purpose of marine insurance—the 
Canton and Triton Insurance Companies. The former was con- 
ducted at Hong Kong by Jardine, Matheson and Co., Mr. Whittal 
being the general manager ; the latter was conducted in Calcutta 
by Messrs. Jardine, Skinner and Co., for whom Mr. Whittal was 
the special agent at Hong Kong, to receive and divide the profita 
divisable amongst the shareholders. These companies were 
formed as companies for one year only, so that in fact there were 
three companies. Each company was wound up at the end of 
the year, the accounts were taken, a balance struck, and the 
amount payable to each shareholder in respect of his 
share of the profits in the pereaer ie for each year as- 
certained. This having been done, it became the defendants’ 
duty, as managers of the Canton, or as such special agents for 
the Triton Company, to pay to each shareholder in Hong Kong 
his ascertained share of the profits. The profits and dividends 
for the years 1865, 1866, and 1867 were received by the defend- 
ants, who claim to retain a part of the profit due to Dent and 
Company before the making of the deed, as having been 
equitably assigned to them as a security for money advanced, or 
on the ground that it became a mutual debt within the meani 
of Section 125 of the Bankruptcy Ordinance No. 4 of 1865, whic’ 
they have a right to set off against a debt due to their firm from 
Dent and Company. The plaintiffs pray that under the circum- 
stances it may be declared that there was not an equitable as- 
signment of this fund, or that the defendants may not be 
allowed to retain it under the Mutual Credit Clause of the Bank- 
ruptcy Ordinance No 5 of 1864, Section 125. Jt would seem 
from Field v. Megan, Law Report 4 C.P., p. 680, and_ other 
cases, that there must be either verbally or in writing a distinct 
unequivocal engagement that a particular fund shall be made 

iable for a particular debt, it may possibly be doubted whether, 
although there was an agreement that these shares should be 
with other property liable to secure the debt, such an agreement 
constituted an equitable assignment absolutely pledging the 
shares to secure this debt. We do not entirely concur in opinion 
on this point, nor indeed is it necessary to come to a concluded 
decision upon it. Next comes the question was there between 
the parties what are described as mutual credits or mutual 
debts. The fact that the debt was in existence as soon as 
the money reached Mr. Whittal’s hand, and that there was not 
merely a credit in existence between the pares ultimately to 
become a debt, simplifies the matter, and relieves us from the 
necessity of referring to recent leading cases on the subject of 
mutual credits, namely, Young v. the Bank of Bengal, Moore, 
P.C. 750 ; Navraowge v. the Chartered Bank of India, 3 Law 
Report C.P. 444 ; or Astley v. Gurney, reported in 4 Law Hee 
OP. 714. Nor is any question mained in this petition as to when, 
with reference to the deed of assignment, these m oneys were re- 
ceived ; or when notice of an Act of Bankruptcy reached the 
defendants. We have only to decide whether these dividends and 

rofits of the Canton and Triton Insurance Companies formed & 

ebt in the hands of Mesars. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., which 
they were entitled to set off against the balance of £90,000 
due to that firm from Dent and Co., and we are of opinion that 
they were. We have considered the question of costs carefully, 
nd think that had there been .clear proof of an equitable ss- 
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signment, and an equitable assignment only, it would be hard on 
the plaintiffs to saddle them with the expenses of this suit, that 
being the view in accordance with the decision of Sir J. Stuart 
in Gurnell v. Garduer, Jurist. p. 220, because they would rel 
naturally on Mr. Dent’s recollection, and he was unable to call 
to mind anything of the kind. As, however, we find that this 
was a mutual debt, which they ought to have known, Messrs. 
Jardine would be entitled to set off against the deficiency on the 
advance. We have come to the conclusion that the defendants 
are entitled to their costs in defending this suit. 

















PHILIPPINES.

MANILA. 

The Diario de Manila, after stating that the steamers of the 
new China Australian line are to touch at Manila on their 
voyages to and from Australia, and that commercial relations 
have for many years existed between Sydney, Melbourne and 
Adelaide, and the Philippines, thus describes their nature :— 

“The great refineries established in Australia, which are 
amongst the first in the world, prepare considerable quantities 
of sugar from raw material derived from this country. Manila 
cigars were also much esteemed there, although their consump- 
tion has, we are informed, become less since those of the class 
called second Havannas have been made of less weight than 
formerly ; now, that country is an excellent market for cigars 
of other kinds. Besides sugar and cigars, our hemp, and other 
produce are sold to advantage in Australia. From that country 
there have been imported hither, several times, small quantities 
or wheat and flour of very superior quality.” 

The Diario further says that when these steamers touch at 
Manila, the long standing commercial relations between that 
port and Australia will be strengthened and extended, and also 
expresses the hope that these vessels may be warmly welcome, 
and meet with every facility at Manila. 

Six capitalists at Manila have formed a company to work 
the coal mines of the province of Albay, belonging to a person 
well known in these islands. We understand that the capital 
embarked to make a beginning with the work amounts to 
$60,000. We are very glad to publish this news because of the 
great end in view, namely, that of turning to account one of the 
great sources of wealth of this archipelago in order to avoid 
having to import from abroad what it has in abundance and of 
excellent quality. We congratulate the parties who have set the 
undertaking on foot, aud also those who have taken it in hand 
by making the spirit of association a reality. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 17th 
August ; no later mail from London had been received. 

The Straits Times of 14th August has an article on the 
“ Malayan Tin Mining Company,” and Mr. R. B. Read, in a letter 
the following day, says :— 

The civilising effect of the company will soon benefit the 
place, and cannot, as you seem to imagine, weaken the hands of 
Government ; it must strengthen them, and very materially. 
Why, then, the delay that you counsel? Salangore is fasserable 
poor and languishing, and here is a company ready to work the 
quantity of tin now lying useless. It will introduce hundreds 
of industrious Chinese labourers under intelligent European 
supervisors, and must ultimately tend to increase the general 
commerce between Singapore and the peninsula. Why, there- 
fore, delay when so much good can be done? I can only hope 
—and I think every reasonable man, free from prejudice and 
jealousy, must do so likewise—that the company will commence 
working as soon as possible. 

The following has been made public in the Straits :— 

Sir,—I transmit to you copies of rules respecting the accept- 
ance by public officers of presents from native chiefs and others, 
which will be inserted in the Colonial Regulations. They cor- 
respond in substance with those which are laid down and acted 
upon in India. 

It is desirable that full publicity should be given to these 
rules, and that where applicable they should be systematically 
enforced.—I have, &c., (Signed) CARNARVON,

PRESENTS.—CHAPTER XVII. 

421—1. Governors, Lieutenant-governors, and other servants 
of the Crown in a colony are prohibited from receiving presents 
offered for their personal acceptance by kings, chiefs, or other 
se of the native population, in or neighbouring to such 
colony. 

4222. When such presents cannot be absolutely refused 
without giving offence, they are to be delivered up to the Go- 
vernment, To this rule there can be no exception unless with 
e express sanction of the Secretary of State. 

423—3, When presenta are exchanged between Governors or 
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ceremonial intercourse with native chiefs, rulers, or others, the 
presenta received must be credited to the Government, and such 
return presents as may be sanctioned by the Secretary of State 
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will be given at the Government expense. 
The Government Gazette announces that Mr. H. D. Dent 


assumed charge of his duties as Superintendent of Prisons on

The average note circulation of the local banks during July 
was :—Oriental Bank, $273,000; Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia, and China, $622,475 ; Chartered Mercantile Bank of 
India, London, and China, $466,880. 

A fatal accident occurred at the Patent Slip and Dock Com- 

y’s Dock. The steamer Fair Penang is undergoing repair 
there, and while the master of the vessel was crossing the - 
way plank connecting the vessel with the shore it slipped, and 
he and others on the gangway were precipitated from a height 
of about twenty feet into the bottom of the dock. The captain 
almost miraculously escaped with a sprained ancle and a few 
bruises, but a Chinese workman was instantly killed, his skull 
being fractured. 

The Sarawak Gazette on the subject of labour says :—The 
Batang Lupars are also very wealthy, owing to their perseverance 
in collecting jungle produce ; they have also lately shown their 
willingness to work by offering their services to the engineer en- 

ed in opening out the Lingga coal field. The labour of road 
making, clearing and carrying the sample 300 tons of coal 
through the jungle has been performed by them in a manner 
most satisfactory, and at contract prices considerably under that 
asked by either Chinese, Boyans, or Malays.

TEA. 

Yoxouama.—During the first portion of the interval the market had 
remained quiet, owing probably to the uneatisfactory advices received 
from New York, but further heavy arrivals coming forward native 
dealers showed more disposition to meet the views of buyers, the re- 
sult being a concession of $2 to 3 per picul on all grades. This led to 
an active resumption of business, and settlements of no less than 
12,000 piculs during the fortnight, at about a basis of $35 to 37 per 
picul for strict Good Medium. A few of the common qualities had 
come to hand, but choice Teas remained scarce. The P.M.S.S. Colo- 
rado left on the 19th July with 266,163ilbs. for New York, 21,674 lbs. 
for San Francisco, and 29,250 lbs. for other ports. The following ves- 
sels had also sailed for New York :—S.S. Pleiades on the 21st, with 
319,426 Ibs.; 8.8. Bengal on the 23rd, with 275,693 lbs; and ship 9. @. 
Reid on the 28th, with 505,941 Ibs. from this port. Quotations :— 
Common, $25 to 27 per picul ; Good Common, $28 to 30; Medium, 
$31 to 33 ; Good Medium, $35 to 37; Fine, $38 to 41; Finest, $44 to 
48 per picul. Export from lst May to date, 4,542,506 Ibs., against 
2,508,316 lbs. to corresponding date last season. 

Hanxow.--Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report says :—Ar- 
rivals for the week bave been about 30,000 chests, nearly the whole of 
which have been forwarded direct to Shanghai. Settlements amount 
to 1,728 chests and 5,104 half-chesta, particulars of same being :—688 
chests 2,442 half-chests 200 boxes at 1, 43d. to 1s. 53d. per Ib. ; 1,040 
chests 2,662 half-chests at 1s. 13d. to Is. 4d. There is no decline in 

rices to notice. Latest advices from Shanghai report lower rates, and 
Teairin have made a show of reducing prices here, but the quality of 
the leaf on offer considered, we are unable to report any decline. 
Sales, such as they are, are Cheong-sow-kai Tea, Tla, 194 to 22% ; 
Oonfar, Tls. 20 to 22; Soong-yong, Tia. 20 to 214; Toong-shan, 
Tis. 19} to 214; Nip-car-see and Lee-ling, Tis. 17 to 174, and mixed 
Shuntam leaf, Ts. 15 to 154 per picul. Customs export to July 27 :— 
Hankow Tea, 39,953,348 lbs., against 41,377,525 Ibs. last year; re- 
export Kiukiang Tea, 8,306,798 lbs., against 7,247,771 Ibs. ; total, 
48,260,146 Ibs., against 48,625,296 Ibe. Taking Customs figures, which 
are the most reliable guide, there will apparently be very little differ- 
ence in our first and second crop as compared with last year. Third 
crop leaf will probably be arriving during the next week, and this by 
all accounts is likely to prove of more than average quality. Prices 
are high up country, and if they rule the same here or in Shanghai 
there is not likely to be any falling off in our total export for the 
season, From Kiukiang the export is about a million in excess of last 
year, or 14,511,000 Ibs., against 13,575,000 Ibs. ; 

SHancHar.—Black : There had been a large business during the week 
and the quotations of last mail had, as a rule, been fully maintained. 
Arrivals, though considerable, had not equalled the settlements, and the 
stock had been a little reduced. It will be noticed that the he of 
export compared favourably with those of last season.

Buying has been general, and a 
great portion of the settlements have been taken for the Colonies, 
whilst small purchases have been made fur tho Continent. Arrivals

Yoxouama.—There had been a dragging market during the fortnight.

An advance had been paid 
for a few parcels of better quality ; for the bulk, prices had ruled 
about as before. A little had been done in old Taysaam sorts. Settle- 
ments, from lst July to date, 400 bales, against corresponding period,

1,300 bales ; stock, 250 bales new, and 300 bales old. 

SHanacHai.—During the week fully 2,000 bales had been purchased, 
chiefly for Continental orders, at prices showing little or no change as 
compared with last quotations.

A fair demand existed for the American mar- 
ket. About 50 bales chop Tsatlees Nos. 1 and 2, and about 200 bales 
of re-reeled Hainings and Tsatlees (market grades chiefly) had been 
purchased. Prices paid showed little change, although silk was eagerly 
pressed for sale by the Chinese,

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THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
ORIENTALISTS. 

Ir is one of the characteristics of this age that the bonds 
of society throughout the leading Western nations are 
becoming more closely united by international friendly 
associations, in their political, scientific, and social spheres, 
where questions at issue may be amicably discussed and 
settled. There is no necessity to enumerate these, but we 
may especially refer to the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science as the parent of many similar 
and kindred institutions in Europe and America that have 
been founded since its inaugaration. Notwithstanding the 
comprehensive range of subjects embodied in their annual 
programmes it has been felt that there was a deficiency in 
overlouking the important themes of philology, which 
engross the attention especially of learned Continental 
savants. That omission is now filled in a manner which 
would have scarcely been calculated on a few years since. 
It does not consist merely of one or two sections added to 
existing international associations, but it comes before us 
as an independent Congress of Orientalists desirous of fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of their Occidental confreres, and 
working zealously for their friendly receptions. Asa rule the 
study of languages is dry, and not, generally speaking, of an 
inviting character. But when these have been dead for 
ages, and the tablets of their characters have to be ex- 
humed from debris of extinct cities in mutilated fragments, 
with inscriptions that to ordinary persons could scarcely be 
deciphered in the Roman letter; then the genius of a 
RAWLINSON, SMITH, or OPPERT, interprets the cuneiform 
letters, and the dull study of a dead language becomes in- 
tensely interesting. Indeed, as Sir HENRY RAWLINSON 
remarked in his excellent address as President of the 
Semitic Section, the interpretation of Assyrian by English 
philologists partook more of the “sensational, rather than 
“ the practical branch of the inquiry, and had thus built 
“up a superstructure on insecure foundation.” Be that as 
it may, the public at large are indebted to the learned Pre- 
sident and other Assyriologists in this country and on the 
Continent for what they have deciphered regarding the 
written and spoken language of ancient Nineveh and Sen- 
nacherib, which unfolds the history and life of a people 
that has been obscure for — In this sense the study of 
extinct languages is not dull, and though the interpreta- 
tions may partake of the “sensational,” doubtless these 
will stimulate new students to aid in the task of decipher- 
ment who otherwise would not perceive sufficient interest in 
the pursuit, or those who have the means to contribute to 
the outlay in new fields of discovery. 

Regarding the transactions of the Turanian Section, 
which includes the Chinese and Japanese languages, as 
coming specially within the scope of our Journal, the for. 
mer was chiefly represented by two of the most learned 
sinologues from China, the Rev. Mr. EpKINs and the Rev. 
Dr. LeGcE, with M. LEoN DE Rosny from Paris. Mr. 
Epxins had prepared a paper on “The State of the 
Chinese Language at the time of the Invention of Writing,” 
but, in consequence of the pressure on the section, all 
papers were taken as read, and the writers to give only a 

rief oral sketch of their contents. This was done by 
Mr. Evkins in a lucid and interesting manner. He sup- 
ported the statements of the Chinese linguists that the 
written character was invented between 3,500 and 4,000 
years ago. In reply to those who disputed this statement 
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he very logically said that even if that was an exaggera- 
tion, yet centuries must be allowed for the primitive char- 
acters, which were simply outline drawings, to become 
mature, so as to form a comprehensive dictionary. All un- 
prejudiced philologists will agree with the learned gentle- 
men in this view, for it stands to reason that no language, 
either oral or written, sprung at once into existence as a 
full fledged tongue. He also gave it as his opinion that. 
at the time of the invention of Chinese writing the oral 
language accorded with the characters, without the differ- 
ences in “tones” which distinguish the speech of the 
Chinese at the present day from the written characters. 
These tones have arisen from time to time in the colloquial 
dialects where the people generally had not the genius to 
form fresh characters for new ideas, and so in altering the 
sound by elevating or depressing the voice, the vocabularies 
increased. Mr. EDKINS illustrated some of his views by 
showing the Chinese characters on a board, as an index to 
the sound of the words at the time of the invention, also 
to the nature and extent of the vocabulary then in use. 

As to Japanese, it may be said not to have been re- 
presented at either of the meetings or in this section, as 
no paper was read on that language, and the only native 
of Japan present was the delegate, who took no active 
part in the proceedings, and did not understand English. 
It was a very different matter at the Parisian meetings, 
for disquisitions and discussions on the Japanese language 
occupied nearly half the time the session was in action, 
while the MIKADO’s Minister for France, and several other 
members of the Legation, took an active part in the pro- 
ceedings, which lasted four seances out of the nine. This 
preponderance given to one language was injudicious, as it 
exhausted the subject, leaving little or nothing for the 
London Congress to discuss; and hence we presume the 
comparative absence of Japanese philology at the Turanian 
Section. “On the Study of Turanian Languages,” how- 
ever, there were numerous speakers, and a lively discussion 
ensued, after which Professor HUNFALVY gave an oral 
precis on the subject, which will appear in eztfensoin the 
transactions of the Congress. The learned Hungarian 
poe ae spoke in French, intermixed with some 

nglish—endeavoured to show that the group of languages 
classed under “ Turanian” was not well founded, and that 
by the accepted maxim it leads the students into many 
errors, and that before such a perfect science can be had 
every comparative study of them must be unavailing. In 
these views he was supported by several members. In 
these discussions it may be remarked that they were con- 
ducted in the most friendly manner, eliciting at times 
plaudits of approbation, and occasionally a hearty laugh at 
some jeu d'esprit. Of course, at such meetings, where the 
leading topic is language in its widest bearings, it may be 
naturally concluded that the tongues of the members are 
free to give their pent-up utterances. In this respect our 
lively friends across the Channel bear away the palm, some- 
times taxing the patience of the President and audience 
in occupying more than their share of the time at the dis- 
posal of the meetings. Although our German friends pre- 
ponderate over the French, yet they sensibly condense 
their prelections and speeches, which have the advantage 
of being delivered in English that may be easily under- 
stood. Altogether, however, this second International 
Congress of Orientalists has so far been a { success, 
and we have no doubt when it terminates on the 19th in 
the “Feast of Reason and the Flow of Soul” at the hos- 
pitable board of the Lorp Mayor, all will disperse satis- 
fied with their reception in London. The introduction of 
“ receptions,” which will be found noticed in another 
column, has been a very happy mixture, and appropriately 
concluded on the last day with the proverbial English 
dinner at the Mansion-house. We cannot help expressing 
our great ee that more time was not arranged for the 
discussion of the various sections, and that the President 
did not arrange for more aid. Professor Douc.as did all 
that mortal man could do, but it was utterly impossible 
for him to cope with the work thrown on him, and the con- 
sequence is that we hear of complaints on all sides, but 
especially from our foreign friends, at the incompleteness 
of the arrangements made for the Congress.

KASHGAR AND CHINA. 

A FORTNIGHT ago we endeavoured to place before our 
readers an intelligible explanation of a somewhat enigma- 
tical telegram from the Berlin correspondent of The Times 
respecting the doings of the Chinese in the extreme 
north-west of their vast Empire; since then two further 
telegrams, dated September 10 and 13, have been re- 
ceived from the same source, which, in a great measure, 
confirm the view we took of the matter. The former of 
these two telegrams briefly announced the defeat of the 
Chinese troops by the son of Yakoos, the Ameer of 
Kashgar, while the latter concisely describes the subse- 

uent proceedings of the victorious commander. Where 

ULI BEG defeated his adversaries, we have not been told, 
but the collision most probably took place a little to the 
north of the mountain range called the Gelesna Ridge in 
the latest telegram. The Ameer’s son then proceeded to 
occupy Urumtched (? Urumtsi) and Manasse, which towns 
are stated to be distant “about 250 miles cast from the 
limits of the Kashgar territory.” This is manifestly a 
mistake. In his eastward march of aggression YAKOOB 
Bec has of late years gradually absorbed the ancient 
Chinese province of Ili up to Karashar, if indeed his 
encroachments have not already extended as far as Turfan ; 
some think that he has got even further to the East, but 
ou that point we have no decisive information. Now 
Urumtsi and Manasse are, roughly speaking, about 
150 and 200 miles distant respectively from Karashar 
in a northerly direction, and lie comparatively near 
the Gelesna Ridge, spoken of before, which, if any 
dependence can be on the latest map, must 
be looked upon as die extreme limit of the Kashgar 
territory in that part. This Gelesna Ridge is a portion of 
the great Tien Shan range, which afterwards skirts the 
southern boundary of the Kulja province. How the fact 
of Kur Berc’s having occupied these two towns can be 
said to throw any material obstacle in the way of the 
Chinese march on the Kulja province, if indeed they con- 
template such a step with a hostile purpose, we do not 
pretend to understand, for, judging by the map, the road 
to the Kulja valley seems to be still quite open. The 
Ameer of Kasucak has probably, as stated in the tele- 
gram, very considerably increased his dominions by his 
recent successes, but we shrewdly suspect that he has 
nearly got to the end of his tether, and that a mightier 
power t his will object to his making any further en- 
croachments on Chinese territory to the north and east of 
his present positions. How long the Chinese will allow 
him to remain in undisturbed possession of the territory 
which he has seized of late years, is a question which time 
alone can solve ; but unless we are much mistaken in our 
estimate of the purpose of the Chinese in that quarter, we 
shall hear of another and more serious encounter between 
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obscure without its obscurity being intensified by careless 
and inaccurate statements. The Times correspondent at 
Berlin evidently writes his telegrams currente calamo, with- 
out studying the precise geographical position of the places 
to which he alludes, and many of his readers must be much 
puzzled to arrive at a clear understanding of the value of 
the news which he transmits on the subject of which we 
have been speaking. 





WE have received some communications on the subject 
of our article on the Consular Service in May last, and we 
find that the impression prevails that we included the 
whole service in our condemnation, in fact, “tarred them 
all with one brush.” Such was not the case. We desired 
to call attention to the worthless and incompetent officers 
in order that steps might be devised by the Foreign-offico 
to prevent the repetition of the scandals which have taken 
place.

THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
ORIENTALISTS. 

This Congress was formally opened on the 14th inst., at the 
Royal Institution, Albemarle-street, with an inaugural address 
by the President, Dr. Samuel Birch, Keeper of the Oriental 
Antiquities in the British Museum, and who had been specially 
designated as the President of the London Congress at that held 
in Paris at this time last year, and whose proceedings were re- 
ported in our issues of the 5th and 12th Sept., 1873. The Con- 
gress was originated by M. Léon de Rosny, Professor at l’Ecole 
fv yaar des Langues Orientales at Paris, where the first series 
of meetings took place. When, towards the end of these meet- 
ings, the question was agitated as to the country and the capital 
in which the next Congress should assemble, the vote was given 
in favour of London, and it was resolved that the presidency 
should be offered to Dr. Birch. The election of the Council was 
the first business, and then Dr. Birch spoke as follows :— 

This second meeting of the International Congress of Orientalists is 
an era in the histury of such studies. The happy idea of thus bringing 
together students of Orientalism ig due to M. de Rosny, whom we 
rejoice to see with us to-day. The Congress was founded in Paris last 
year—a city most appropriate for such a meeting. At the close of the 
Paris Congress it was voted that the next meeting should be held in 
London—this great city connected by a thousand ties with the East. 
Since the election of a President was necessary the nomination to that 
office fell upon me. I was aware that a President of such a Congress 
in these days is no merely ornamental officer. My first and most 
agreeable duty is to acknowledge with gratitude the favour with which 
the States and Sovereigns of Europe have treated our movement. 
Their delegates are now present, some from the North, others from the 
West ; and the Far East has sent its representatives to meet them, to 
enlighten us by the information they bring, to interest us in the 
objects they exhibit, and to cheer us with their personal acquaintance. 

When you visit the Indian Museum and Library you will see that the 
administration is not indifferent to Oriental learning. The spread of 
knowledge has begun topopularisesuch studies. The bond which holds us 
to our Asiatic Empire, and our vast commerce with all Eastern nations, 
render an intimate knowledge of Eastern languages, thought, history, and 
monuments, no mere luxury but a necessity. Orientalists are one 
family. Students feel that in presence of that family bond all dis- 
tinctions of race, nationality, and creed vanish. Our century has seen 
a striking revival of Orientalism, and the discoveries in Mesopotamia, 
Egypt, India, and Persia have brought again into light, ancient but 
forgotten monarchies, religions, and tongues, as they existed four 
thousand years ago. Modern travellers have left no accessible monu- 
ment uncopied, and immense material is now at the student's disposal— 
for the first time, a contemporary history of recorded events in these 
old times. In Egypt only the other day, M. Mariette discovered freah 
inscriptions at Karnak recording the conquests of Thothmes III. These 
enabled him, in a paper just read before the French Academy of Inscrip- 
tions, to propose important reforms in our Egyptian geography. Mr. 
GeorgeSmith’s diggings at Kowy wnjik have brought tolight new Assyrian 
texts; whilst in India, General Cuningham’s labourspromised very import- 
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tant results. Every facility should be given for excavations in the East, es-

Br. Birch then referred to the important question of the translation of ! 


Oriental texts into European characters, a reform which he strenuously 
advocated. He also referred to the problem of the Etruscan lunguage, 
and to the Rev. Isaac Taylor's lata ingenious attempt to solve it. A paper 
by Mr. Taylor upon the subject would be read before the Congress. The 
Aryan section will have papers on the Sanskrit and its cognate tongues. 
The problem of the ancient Lycian language was also mentioned. The 
president then spoke of the labours awaiting the Hamitic or Egyptian 
section, and of the immenae progre:s made in that important branch 
of Orientalism. In like manner he mapped out the respective pro- 
vinces of the Archeological and Ethnographical Sections. There now 
only remained to mention the assistance rendered to Oriental studies 
by the universities and learned societies of Europe, who, in addition to 
the interest with which they have received memoirs on subjects con- 
nected with the East, have many of them sent delegates and represen- 
tatives to the present Congress. In this country the Royal Asiatic 
Society has generally encouraged the advance of Oriental learning, 
especially the Aryan and Turanian sections. The Royal Society of Lite- 
rature has also, besides Greek and Roman antiquities promoted the 
study of Egyptian hieroglyphs. The new Society of Biblical Archzo- 
logy has also, though last, entered with the greatest energy on the 
route of Semitic and Hamitic languages as well as the archxology of 
lands connected with the Bible. In order to bring this knowledge 
before all classes of the public by the publication of the records of the 
past, and in order to revive the study of Oriental learning, they have 
Proposed a series of lectures of Assyrian and Egyptian philology. The 
Journal Asiatique in France and that of the German Oriental Society 
in Leipsic are the well-known organs of ull Oriental languages in those 
countries, and the special sections of Egyptian and Assyrian have been 
well represented in the Zeitscripte fur Aegyptische Sprache und Alter- 
thumskunde of Berlin. It is to be hoped that all these exertions will 
not have been in vain, and that this Congress, demonstrating the grow- 
ing importance of Oriental studies, will attract fresh inquirers to these 
studies, and such as will sustain hereafter the brilliant reputation 
achieved by those now present in the pursuit. Nor can this address be 
closed without asking you to join with mein an expression of our 
thanks for the countenance afforded to this Congress and this country 
by the Governments of Europe—by Germany, Italy, Portugal, Russia, 

t, and others, whose enlightened rulers have sent from univer- 
sities and other public institutions representatives to be present on the 
occasion. 

Atthe conclusion of the President’s inaugural discourse Professor 
Leon de Rosny, the founder of the International Oriental Congress, 
and Mr. Shunker Punderung, of Bombay, specially deputed by Lord 
Northbrook to represent India at the Congress, spoke a few words to 
express on behalf of the foreign members their deep sense of the hos- 
pitality they had everywhere met with on English soil.

Nearly two hundred members of the Congress attended a “ recep- 
tion” at the British Museum. Dr. Birch, the President of the 
Congress, did the honours of the Department of Oriental Antiqui- 
ties, of which he is the keeper ; and Mr. Le Page Renouf, Professor 
Jules Oppert, Mr. Basil H. Cooper, and several German professors, 
readily acted as interpreters of the more important objects. Mr. C. T. 
Newton gave a more set and lecture-like exposition of the Greek and 
Roman antiquities in the department of which he is the head ; and 
Professor Douglas and other members of the Council devoted them- 
selves to the entertainment of their guests. This was the first scientific 
“ reception” on the programme of the Congress. 

The Semitic Section of the Congress met at the rooms of the Royal 
Society of Literature, in St. Martin’s-place, under the presidency of 
Sir Henry Rawlinson ; but shortly after business began the crowd was 
so great that an adjournment to the Royal Institution took place. 

The President delivered a short introductory address, stating that 
this section of the Congress was organised to afford opportunity to 
scholars and students of the linguistic group entitled Semitic, to inter- 
change ideas. The Semitic languages were esteemed for their having 
been the means of handing down proofs of Divine revelation, and 
throwing light on the Mosaic dispensation. Most students would pro- 
bably attach more importance to philological than historical research. 
He wished to point out the enlarged proportions which Semitic research 
had assumed, for since the obtaining of Phonician materials Arabia 
had yielded a mass of inscriptions which had opened up much know- 
ledge of the ancient languages. Educated Europe had been slow to 
admit of the genuineness of cuneiform deciphering, and he well 
remembered the incredulity with which the results of his own 
Babylonian researches were received in 1849. Biblical students 
did not care for Semitic cuneiform deciphering as they did for 
comparison of contemporary languages, and others, of whom Sir 
Cornewall Lewis was a type, preferred the Greek traditions to 
what they termed barbarian history. At length, as materials in- 
creased, and the results of different inquirers were found to be identical, 
euneiform deciphering got a hold on the scientific mind. M. Jules Oppert, 
of Paris, did much to popularise Assyrian and Babylonian lore and cunei- 
form research. In England the labours of George Smith, Fox Talbot, 
and others had thrown great light on Assyrian traditions ; but in this 
country not so much had been effected by Semitic inquiry as had been 
done on the Continent by French, German, and Swiss savans. While 
he congratulated Mr. George Smith and his co-labourers in their con- 
tributions to Babylonian history, and the traditions of the Assyrian 
Empire, perhaps more attention had been paid to the sensational than 
to the practical part of inquiry, and he would advise that greater regard 
should be shown to the rudiments of their study. Still, a good deal 
had been achieved in England in the way of cuneiform deciphering, 
but he would impress on young Semitic scholars to begin with the be- 
ginning, and to learn the alphabetical part uf languages before they 
attempted composition. Materials were accumulating, special additions 
having been made in the last two years by Mr. George Smith's more 
recent discoveries ; and he trusted they would be duly used. 
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ancient nations. He said that he was in the presence of his master 
for it was Sir Henry Rawlinson who first taught him to read a cunei. 
form inscription. He begged to be allowed to deal with the second 
class of Assyrian inscriptions, which were rather Turanian than Semitic 
inasmuch as they related mainly to the Median language. Having 
dwelt on this, he proceeded to dilate on Assyrian chronologyas gathered 
from decipherings. 

A short discussion ensued, in which Professor Schrader, of Jena, and 
Baron Texter de Ravisa (Algerian delegate) spoke. Several papers were 
taken as read, and will be recorded in the journals of the Congress, and 
the section adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY, 16TH. 

Sir Bartle Frere, President of the Royal Asiatic Society, entertained 
the members of the Congress of Orientalists at breakfast at his resi- 
dence, Wressil-lodge, Wimbledon. About 150 members of the Con- 
gress availed themselves of the invitation, and were received by Sir 
Bartle and Miss Frere, Lady Frore being from home. Among those 
present were Dr. Birch, President of the Congress; M. Léon de Rosny, his 
Holiness Patriarch of the Nestorian Christians; Mr. Hurrychund Chin. 
tamon, Mrs. Chintamon, Henry Brugsch Bey, Mr. Alexander Brugach, 
Dr. Lepsius, Dr. R. Lepsius, Dr. G. Ebers, Dr. Schrader, Dr. W. Petach 
(Gotha), Colonel J. Miln, M. A. Lacordaire, Dr. A. Umans, the Rev. 
W. J. Ainslabie, Dr. R. Gosche, Mr. A. Campbell, Dr. Legge, the Rev. 
J. Edkins, Mr. Alexander J. Ellis, Professor Schuzler, Mr. L. B. Bow- 
ring, Mr. Paul Hunfalvy (Pesth), Professor T. Noldske (Strasburg), Mr. 
Tyssen Ambhurst, Professor Weber, Mr. Karl Blind, Professor Windisch, 
Dr. F. Ruchl (Dorpat), Professor Krehl, Mr. H. C. Fisch (United 
States), Baron Textor de Ravisi, Mr. R. Cull, Mr. Imamaura Warau

There was an abundant entertainment provided, not only by con- 
versation, which was carried on in English, French, German, Italian, 
Hindustanee, Arabic, and Syriac, by different knots of. guests, but also 
by the examination of a number of fine specimens of heads and horns, 
weapons, and other Oriental curiosities, In Sir Bartle Frere’s library 
some of the most attractive objects were the photographs and Indian 
views. At about 1 p.m. the guests took leave of their hospitable host, 
many of them proceeding to visit Dr. Hooker at Kew-gardens. 

The Turanian section held a meeting in the theatre of King’s Col- 
lege, under the presidency of Sir Walter Elliot, K.C.S.I. The meeting 
having been opened, Professor Hunfalvy read the firat paper, on “ The 

Study of the Turanian Language,” and he argued that the established 
idea of Turanianism was not well founded, and that students were 
often led into many errors. He endeavoured to show that the same 
genealogical method of studying which has created the Aryan and 
Semitic linguistic science must also be applied to the Turanian lan- 
guages. Professor Cull (who representa Russia at the Congress), Dr. 
Lichman, and the Rev. Isaac Taylor took part in the discussion which 
followed. The latter gentleman read a second paper “On the 
Relations between the Accadian and Etruscan Languages.” The 
audience numbered nearly 200, including Sir Arthur Phayre (the 
newly-appointed Governor of Mauritius), Dr. Birch, Professor Douglas, 
Rev. Dr. Legge, Rev. Joseph Edkins, Rev. 8. Beal, Mr. Davenport, Mr. 
E. C. Bowra, F. J. Angier, Mr. Howarth, Dr. Bushell, Imamura (the 
only Japanese who has attended the meetings), L. B. Bowring, 8. 
Mossman, and Mr. Simpson. 

The Rev. J.,Edkins then gave an account of the ancient Chinese 
character as the commencement of writing, which was placed by some 
at 3,500 and by others at 4,000 years ago. In the characters we havea 
reflex of the ideas of that distant period such as alphabetical bites 
would not have given. About 1,200 years ago a Chinese pilgrim ha 
travelled into India, where he had collected a number of legends of 
Buddha, which he had translated from the Sanscrit, and from his trans- 
lations might be gathered the pronunciation of that time, for numbers 
of Sanscrit words were written by him in the Chinese character. 
Again, great changes had been introduced into the language up to the 
year 600 a.D., from the time of Confucius and again «1p to 700 years ago, 
and the difference could be traced between the vernacular at the time 
of Confucius and the language as it became more ornate and complex, & 
change principally introduced by a poet of ancient time. Even in the 
earliest writing there were characters signifying moral words, and in 
the study of these there was nothing to encourage a materialistic or 
Darwinian view. These words were derived from intuitive ideas 6 
not from external objects. The substantive verb, the demonstrative 
pronoun, and the expression for rectitude were all similar, and were de- 
rived from man. He showed that the Chinese characters are an index 
to the sound of the words at the time of the invention, and from them 
may be learned the phonetic changes that have since taken place ; and 
further, that they are also an index to the nature and extent of the 
vocabulary then jn use, and a measure of the civilisation that had then 
been attained. 

Mr. H. Howarth asked if Mr. Edkins had observed evidence of the 
introduction of new tones. 

Mr. Edkins said he had. It took about 1,200 years for a new tone 
to become established in Chinese. : 

Dr. Birch remurked that there seemed to be much difficulty in fixing 
a phonetic system according to rule in the language. 

Mr. Edkins said the formation of phonetic characters had been sub- 
ject to all sorts of caprices. 

Dr. Legge said he had not studied the language save as a translator, 
but he agreed with Mr. Edkins as to the possibility of working out the 
interesting problems which he had indicated. . 

The Rev. Samuel Beal gave briefly the result of the examination of 
some Chinese Buddhist books in the library of the India-office. 1. 
The distinctive marks belonging to the Northern Schocl of Buddhism 
2, A consideration of the Sama Jataka, and its relation to the episode 
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in the Kama 3. A comparison of the Chinese version of the 
Chatur Dharmaka with that of M. Leon Feer from the Thibetan. In 
speaking of Buddhists, numbering 300 millions, he said it should be 
remembered that 250 millions of these were Northern Buddhists, and 
that these did pot affix the meaning of aunihilation to the word ac- 
cepted in that sense by the Southern Buddhist. They held the word 
* to mean not “non-existence,” but a refined state of being, in fact, the 
very essence of existence.

The members of Orientalists were received by Dr. Rost, the librarian, 
who did the honours of an institution to which Dr. Birch referred in his 
opening address as creditably exhibiting the sympathy of the Govern- 
ment with Oriental studies. The library of the India-office is particu- 
larly rich in books bearing on India, and Asia generally. It 
the largest collection, out of India, of Sanskrit manuscripts, about 3,500, 
in addition to an equal number in the Persian and Arabic languages, 
and about 500 more in Zend, Pehlvi, Pushtu, Kawi, Javanese, Malay, 
Pali, Burmese, Siamese, Singhalese, and various other Oriental tongues. 
The specimens which were specially offered for the inspection of the 
members of the Congress this morning comprised—(1) a selection of 
manuscripts in the various languages represented on the shelves of theli- 
brary; (2) aselection of Sanskrit manuscripts, on paper and on palm-leaves, 
in the various characters in which Sanskrit is written in various parts of 
India—Devanagari, Nandinagari, Bengali, Uringa, Telugu, Karnataka, 
“Grantha, and Malayalma ; and (3) specimens of the most ancient 
manuscripts, in Sanscrit and Arabic, in the possession of the library. 
The oldest of the Sanscrit manuscripts on paper is dated a.p. 1380. 
But the Bombay Government has lent the library four manuscripts of 
earlier date, written on long strips of palm-leaf ; and these were exhi- 
bited to the assembled savants. In Arabic the library possesses several 
specimens of ancient Korans written on vellum in the Kufic character, 
and very many manuscript works copied between five and six hundred 
years ago, and formerly belonging to the palace library at Bijapore. 
The members of the Congress afterwards paid a visit to the Soane 
Museum, where they were received by the Curator, Mr. Joseph Bonomi, 
and by his assistant, Mr. W. R. Cooper, both of whom are members of 
the Council of the Congress. 

At 2.30 they attended the Aryan section, under the presidency of 
Max Muller, and a portion also attended at a reception given by Dr. 
Birch at his house by the Museum. 

The address of Max Muller was received with great applause, and at 
the close Professor Stenzler, of Breslau, spoke of the religious institu- 
tions of India, which he referred back to extremely ancient times. 
Other topics followed, and the discussions were well sustained. The 
learned representative of the Bombay Government, Mr. Shanker 
Panderung Pandit, bore his fair share in the debates, and in particular 
spoke of the Hindoo law on the subject of the Violation of Caste. A 
very interesting paper was presented by Dr. Spiegel on the Geometry 
of the Veda, illustrated by diagrams. Professor Haug addressed the 
Section at considerable length, so that at six there were still three 
papers to read. An adjournment was therefore carried. 

The Hamitic Section assembled at 8.30 r.s. at the rooms of the So- 
ciety of Biblical Archeology, 9, Conduit-street, W. The attendance 
‘was crowded. The President, Dr. 8. Birch, LL.D., F.S.A., delivered a 
very brief introductory address. This was followed by some questions 
proposed to the Hamitic Section by Professor Lepsius. The next busi- 
ness was the great feature of the evening—viz., his Excellency Brugach 
Bey’s address on “ The Site of the Lake or Sea passed by the Israelites 
at the Exodus.” There were other papers on the agenda, viz., “On the 
Great Medical Papyrus,” by Dr. Ebers ; “On the Egyptian Measurea,” 
by Dr. August Eisenlohr ; “ On the Royal Tombs at Abydos,” by Miss 
Edwards ; “On the Proportions of the Great Pyramid,” by Mr. W. R. 
A. Boyle ; “Deux Communications Egyptologiques,” par by M. J. 
Lieblein ; and ‘‘ Communications to the Section on his Work in Bede- 
ker’s Handbook of Egypt,” by Professor Duemichen. B Bey 
spoke in French, but was followed with the keenest interest by the 
savants present.

The adjourned meeting of the n section was held in the theatre 
of the Royal Institution— Professor Miiller in the chair. 

Mr. Shankar Pandarunge read a paper, “The Poetry and Dramatic 

Writings of India,” which he described not only in ita literary cha- 
racter, but also as to its chronological value, and which was largely 
illustrated. 
"Baron Textor de Ravisi read a paper on a Pagoda near Madras. The 
inscription on the pagoda had been translated, and he was of opinion 
the translation which had been first given was erroneous. Recently 
this inscription had been investigated and translated syllable by syllable 
and letter by letter, and very remarkable conclusions had resulted from 
this. It appeared from the translation that the pagoda had been built 
since the introduction of Christianity, and, in fact, that it had been 
built by St. Thomas the Apostle. He hoped that photographs of the 
inscription would be taken, so that this interesting object might be 
fully investigated by scholars, He could prove that St. Thomas had 
died in Madras. 

Tho President naid the communication made by the Baron was one 
ef the greatest interest, and well worthy of being taken into consider- 
ation. 

Professor Eggeling exhibited a fine collection of Indian manuscripta, 
consisting of specimens of all the languages of Southern India. These 
were in admirable condition, and highly interesting to the student. 
The members came up to the table, and examined the manuscripts as 
the professor explained their character. 

The President then said he had in conclusion to thank the members 
who had contributed to the success of the section, and especially to 
thank the Government of India for having sent Shankar Pandarunge, 
who had given them such an interesting paper. 

Mr. W. S. W. Vaux said he wished to propose a vote of thanks to 
Professor Max Muller, not in set terms‘for his conduct in the chair, but 
for his admirable address, and also because he felt certain that it was 
very much in consequence of the able management of the president 
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that the section had been so successful. If the Congress had been pro- 
ductive of no other benefit than that of permitting its members to hear 
the able addresses of Sir H. Rawlinson and Professor Max Muller, the 
time spent would have been fruitful. 

Sir M. Coomara Swany, member of the Legislative Council of Ceylon, 
seconded the motion. He said that he and other Aryans had to thank 
Prufessor Max Muller, and to thank the other Oriental scholars of 
Enrope and America, for the attention they had paid to the literature 
of India. It was a matter of pride to the race to which he belonged, 
and they owed much of the stimulus to their own advancement to the 
knowledge that they had had a literature of the past in which they could 
live again. The resolution being passed by acclamation, was then 
briefly acknowledged by the president, and the section closed. 





At eleven o’clock the Archmological section met in the same place, 
Mr. Grant Duff, M.P., inthe chair He said the subject for the section 
was of the widest character, for it embraced the whole of the architec- 
ture and archxvlogy of the East. There was, therefore, the utmost 
liberty afforded, but anything like a comprehensive account of the sub- 
jects of the section would be impossible. He would therefore refer to 
some recent discoveries. It was in 1860 that the promotion of archzo- 
logical surveys was recognised as the duty of the Government of India, 
and General Cunningham did a great deal of useful work as Government 
head of the archeological survey. In 1866 the survey was stopped, but 
it was recommenced in 1870 by the Duke of Argyll, who reappointed 
General Cunningham, and many large cities were explored. The 
general divides the remains into groups, six of Hindu styles and eight 
of Mohammedan styles ; the former for periods ranging from 1000 B.c. 
to 1750 a.p.; the Mohammedan being from 1191 to 1750 a.p. The pre- 
sident observed upon Mr. Beglar’s views upon the Kubb Masjid as to 
the question of Hindu or Mohammedan architecture. After some fur- 
ther remarks on the character of the buildings, the president gave an 
account of the discovery in 1873-4, by Mr. Beglar, of some remarkable 
ruins at a place called Bharahut, nine miles to the S.E. of the Suthra 
railway station, 120 miles S.W. of Allahabad. The place is called 
Bharaod, and is believed to be the same as the Baodaotis of Ptolemy, 
and is the site of an old city, which sixty years ago was covered with 
jungle. Here there stood a stupa sixty-eight feet in diameter. A num- 
ber of pillarshave been excavated, and among the scenes represented areup- 
wards of a dozen of the Buddhist legends called Jalaka, all relating to the 
former births of Buddha, and these haveall appropriateinscriptions. These 
remains are most interesting, asshowing what was the dress of all classes in 
India during the reign of Asoka, or about seventy years after the death 
of Alexander the Great. The Queen of India is represented in all her 
finery, with a flowered shawl or muslin sheet over her head, with mas- 
sive earrings and elaburate necklaces, and a petticoat reaching to the 
mid-leg, which is secured round her waist by a zone of Koru strings, 
and a broad and highly ornamented belt. Here is also the soldier with 
short curly hair, clad in a long jacket or tunic tied at the waist, and a 
dhote reaching below the knee, with long boots ornamented with a tas- 
sel in front, and armed with a straight broadsword, the scabbard being 
three inches wide. The standard bearer is on horseback, bearing a pole 
surmounted by a human-headed bird. The king sits on an clephant 
escorting a casket of relics ; horseand elephant trappings are given in 
detail. Everywhere is to be seen the ard Buddhist sym- 
bol which crowns the great stupa at Sanchi. It forms the drop 
of an earring, the clasp of anecklace, the support of a lamp, the 
crest of the royal standard, and the decuration of the lady's broad belt 
and soldier's scabbard. General Cunningham assigns to these ruins the 
age of Asoka, which is 250 B.c., but it is needful to be cautious in fix- 
ing a date. Besides these discoveries there had been an important 
survey made of the rock temples of Western India by Mr. Burgess, 
who had brought to Bombay fifty-four photographs, between twenty- 
five and thirty inscriptions, about forty ground plans, sections, draw- 
ings of columns, &c., and forty sketches of sculpture. Mr. Grant Duff, 
in conclusion, expressed the hope that this work would be continued 
now by those who had succeeded the Duke of Argyll in the Govern- 
ment of India. The Duke had left the Government on the fall of the 
Gladstone administration, just at the time when the deficit which had 
been left to him by his predecessors (though by no fault of theirs) had 
been cleared off, and it was to be hoped that now these valuable archmo- 
logical surveys would be continued. 

Professor Eggeling read a paper on the inscriptions to be found in the 
Deccan, which he urged ought to be copied and preserved ; there were 
numbers which were likely to be lost. 

Sir Walter Elliot said the work would be one of great labour, and 
required a good deal of assistance. He had himself done a little, but 
for want of help could only touch such as had come in his way. 

Mr. Lewin Bowring corroborated the remark of Sir W. Elliot. 

Mr. Burgess said the whole of Mysore swarmed with inscriptions. 
They would afford employment to a man with a couple of native assist- 
ants for twenty-five years. . 

Dr. Caldwell said he could testify that the same was the case in the 
Carnatic also. 

Dr. Rogers proposed that a committee should be formed to take such 
steps as might seem best for the preservation of ancient monuments. 
In Egypt many highly interesting Mohammedan buildings had been de- 
stroyed, and the mosque of the Sultan Hassan had suffered much in- 
jury. Bronze plates had heen torn from the doors and sold, and some 

been recovered from a foreigner, who had them packed up to take 
away.—Mr. Poole seconded the proposition. . ~ 

His Excellency Brugech Bey said the Khédive was ever devising 
means for the preservation of ancient monuments ; the true causes of 
the mischief were not his subjects, but European travellers. These 
people had frequently destroyed the text of the hieroglyphics in the 
temples, and they constantly bought from the Arabs, who were eedy, 
pieces of monuments. They also painted their names in large ieee 
in all the colours of the rainbow, on the temples and monuments, an 
even frequently cut them deep into the stone. He thought this a very 


bad way of leaving a carte de visite, (Laughter.) He thought it would 
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be a good thing to publish in the principal journals of Europe the names 
of those who acted in this barbarous and senseless fashion. 

Dr. Ebers and Mr. Moncure Conway spoke on the question, which, 
however, was felt to be one to be left to the rulers of the countries 
rather than one fur the Congress to interfere in directly. 

Mr. James Ferguson read a letter received that morning from General 
Cunningham, who declared that he had no doubt of the correctness of his 
view as to the age of the ruins alluded to in the President's address. 
He also produced photographs of the principal sculptures, which were 
highly interesting. One of the great points of interest in the matter 
was the rail. We now had a series of these Buddhist rails extending 
for a period of seven hundred years from the time of Asoka, which 
enabled us to trace the history of the system, and showed that the 
Jatakas or legends were as old as Christianity. 

Dr. Leitner said he had several specimens of sculptures excavated in 
1870, which showed the influence of Greek art on Buddhism. Many 
persons had been astonished on observing the similarity existing between 
things obtained at Cyprus, and others excavated on the frontier of the 
Punjaub. He would be glad to exhibit these things to the members 
next day at hulf-past eleven in the Albert Hall. 

The President said there was a valuable paper on the Great Pyramid 
by Mr. Boyle, but there would not be time to read it. Professor Leone 
Levi read a portion of a paper on “The Distinctive Characters of 
Oriental and European Jurisprudence.” A vote of thanks to Mr. Grant 
Duff was ed unanimously, and the section terminated, the members 
proceeding to Enfield to attend Mr. Bosanquet’s garden party. 





Mr. Frederick Drew writes to The Times, calling attention to what, 
in his opinion, appear to be four conspicuous points of mismanagement 
in connection with the Oriental Congress. These are—Firstly, the 
want of one central spot as a rendezvous for the members ; secondly, 
want of time for the consideration of the subjects ; thirdly, absence of 
early published information as to the course of the proccedings ; and 
fourthly, the absence of any definite procedure for the origination and 
consideration of proposals to be dealt with by the administration of 
the Congress. Mr. Drew suggests that an aid to secure the success of 
future meetings of the Congress would be found in Standing Com- 
mittees to be appointed in every country, which should be channels of 
communication between the public of each country and the central ad- 
ministrative body of the Congress. 





The Tims, in an article upon the Oriental Congress, remarks, what 
is the good of an International Congress of Orientalists? This is the 
unpleasant question which Professor Max Miiller has more than once 
been asked ; and, accordingly, in his opening address as President of 
the Aryan Section of the Congress, he finds a two-fold answer for it. 
Such a Congress is useful, he says, because by bringing together from 
all quarters those who are engaged upon the various parts of a great 
common work it enables them both to compare notes on what they 
have done already and to make tho best arrangements among them- 
selves as to the separate converging lines on which they are hereafter 
to proceed, each in his own way, towards the fulfilment of their com- 
mon purpose. It is useful, too, because it shows the outside 
world what progress has been made in Oriental studies, and 
at the same time gives their Professors an opportunity of ad- 
vancing their special claims to general sympathy and support. The 
former of these objects has, we learn gladly from Professor Max 
Miller, been already in part attained. The field of Oriental labour has 
80 indefinitely widened out that by no possibility can the whole of it be 
gone over with the same minute attention. Places must therefore be 
marked off in it, and assigned to each one of the little band of Oriental 
students; and these places, which Professor Max Miiller very aptly 
comparea with the stations of a trigonometrical survey, must be so 
chosen that the toil bestowed upon them may be, in the fullest sense, 
co-operative. We join heartily in Professor Max Miiller’s hope that 
the tangible results of this arrangement may be produced at the next 
Congress, but we fecl, as he does, that the details of it are a private 
matter, of which the world at present would scarcely care to be in- 
formed. The Orientalists just now are filling a large space in our 
sphere of vision, and even from a more distant point of view 
they will really have a great deal to show as proof that they 
have not been idle. Nor have we any right to demand that 
those who are engaged in digging the metal from the mine should 
also fashion it for use. The use will assuredly come later; indeed, 
in some part it has come already. Both Maine and Grote have 
employed the results of Oriental research with splendid effect to ex- 
plain and illustrate the nature of the slow evolution of legal and 
philosophical conceptions. We will ask no excuse for attaching less 
present importance to the proved connection between the fables of the 
East and of the West, or to the unproved assertion that the divine 
spirit of all religion is the same. But we must not grudge a little both 
of amusement and of freak to our hard-working Oricntal students. 
They have recovered for us relics from a buried world which are 
interesting in the very highest degree, and though these, we must 
admit, are mostly unarranged at present, they will supply, doubtless, 
abundant material for future scientific use. 

The Morning Post has the following on our relations and prospective 
trade with Western China :—“ Of late a strong desire has been evinced 
to open up trade with the Shan States and Thibet, and the reports 
under notice afford some valuable information respecting the latter 
territory. The question is simply whether the Chinese or Thibetans 
will let usin. If they will only remove the embargo at present im- 
posed upon the entry of our trade, there are no serious difficulties to be 
met with on the short intervening routes, and none of the risks of col- 
lision that exist elsewhere. Thibet is a perfectly civilised and well- 
regulated country, with which the hill people of India are in constant 
communication, and which they know about as well as Englishmen know 
France. When Europeans go to the frontier and try to cross it there 
is no display of violence or disturbance. They are simply turned 
back with an intimation that there are orders not to admit 
them. The fact appears to be that the prohibition to intercourse 
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with Thibet which now exists is simply part of the Chinese policy of 
exclusion, imposed on the Thibetans by Chinese officials, and enforced 
by Chinese troops stationed in the country. If by using influence or 
pressure at the Court of Peking the prohibition were withdrawn the 
means of carrying on trade would be abundant, the goods of Leeds, 
Manchester, and Birmingham, and other English centres would find a 
ready sale, and in return we should get back much wool, sheep, cattle, 
walnut, Thibetan cloths, and other commodities. From the re; 
before us it is evident that the Indian Government is bestirring itself 
most heartily in the matter. It remains for the merchants of India 
and England to take prudent advantage of the opportunities for trade 
already afforded, and of those which may be presented in the futare 
through the assiduity of the Governor-General and his colleagues and 
subordinates.
